though the latter had tendered him

conductor took this course for the 
sole reason that Mr. Cross had no 
ticket. 
Air. Cross sued the c o m p a n y for 
^5,000 damages for this indignity, 
and 
the 
case 
was 
tried before 
a jury at West 
Plains. 
T h e 
jury 
found for the plaintiff, and assessed 
his 
damages at 
between $700 and 
$800. 
T h e railway 
c om p a ny took 
an appeal to 
the St. Louis court of 
appeals, which reversed the decis­ 
ion of the lower court and remanded 
the case back to the 
circuit court 
on account of errors in the j u d g e ’s 
rulings. 
When the case again came 
up a change of venue was 
taken to 
T e x a s county, 
where 
the trial was 
still in progress at last accounts.

vs. T h e Atchison, T o p e k a ai.d Santa 
Fe road has just been com promised 
at Macon, Mo., the plaintiff agree­ 
ing to accept $1,750, and dismiss 
his suit for $10,000 for personal in­ 
juries against the com pany.
